Ballot Measures: Use of Public Funds 


Is your jurisdiction placing a 
question on the ballot? 


If your public body anticipates putting a ballot 
measure before the voters in 2017, please be 
aware of Section 115.646, RSMo. That law pro- 
vides that: 


No contribution or expenditure of public funds 
shall be made directly by any officer, employee or 
agent of any political subdivision to advocate, 
support, or oppose any ballot measure or candi- 
date for public office. This section shall not be 
construed to prohibit any public official of a politi- 
cal subdivision from making public appearances 
or from issuing press releases concerning any 
such ballot measure.

Update 


The Missouri Ethics Commission is 
composed of 6 Commissioners who 
are appointed by the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. The Commissioners’ primary 
roles are to determine the action to 
take on complaint investigations and 
audits, consider and issue Commis- 
sion opinions on questions received 
about ethics laws, and make deter- 
minations on late fee appeals by 
candidate committees. 


On March 15, 2018, three Commis- 
sioners completed their terms of 
service. The Governor appointed 
two individuals on April 13. The Sen- 
ate must approve these nominees 
before they may serve. 


While the Commission is required to 
have a quorum of at least 4 mem- 
bers in order to conduct Commis- 
sion business, the Executive Director 
and Commission staff are able to 
handle the Commission's day-to-day 
operations without the need to 
convene the Commission.

If you do not adopt (or re-adopt) a conflict of interest 
ordinance or resolution, ALL elected, appointed, and 
decision making personnel, as well as candidates, are 
required to file a PFD.

As provided in Art. VII, Sec. 23 candidate, explorato- 
ry and political party committees cannot accept 
monetary or in-kind contributions from corporations 
or labor organizations. See website for more info. 


PAC to PAC Ruling 

Portions of Article VIII, 823 have been challenged in 
federal litigation. On May 5, 2017, the Federal Dis- 
trict Court issued the ruling. The state appealed an 
injunction on PACs contributing to other PACs. That 
was the sole issue pending in the Eighth Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 17-2239 Free and Fair Election Fund vs. 
Missouri Ethics Commission.

New Lobbyist Filing System 


Beginning February 1, 2019, lobbyist expenditure reports will be 
filed in a new filing system. Lobbyists renewing their registra- 
tions in December of 2018 will have an opportunity to use the 


new system to begin the transition. 


With the well-appreciated assistance of lobbyists who volun- 
teered their input, the MEC IT Department has been working 
this past year to design a system that is mobile friendly and has 


features that include: 


Electronic filing of principal reports, 


Ability to enter an expenditure at the time it occurs using a mobile device, 


then saving it for reporting at a later date , 


Recording multiple recipients for a single expenditure to be pro-rated, 


Filing a No Expenditure Report in just three simple clicks, 


Submitting a new lobbyist registration and paying the registration fee online. 


Registered lobbyists are welcome to test the system before it goes live by contacting the IT Depart- 


ment at mecit@mec.mo.gov.
